The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: All the claims 
are allowable over the prior art of record because prior art fail to teach or fairly suggest 
a method and a device for implementing a trick mode as recited in the claims with the 
features of computing an offset value according to the trick mode parameters and to a 
difference between the tag value of two successive packets, and adding the tag value 
corresponding to the time of transmission of a preceding transmitted packet to the offset 
value to define a modified tag value, wherein the modified tag value is used for 
comparison for transferring a packet during a trick mode.
